Ngw Youk, July 12.—The inquest in the 
Goodrich case, which was indefinite)y post- 
poned about six weeks ago, was resumed to- 
day. Kate Stoddard, the prisoner, isa woman 
of slight figure,and her form appears wasted 
from sickness. Her face is remarkable for 
extreme paleness, and a frightful expression 
has settled upon it. Whenshe entered the 
Coroner’s office she cast a hurried glance at 
the occupants of the room, and seemed ter- 
rified at the appearance of the inquisitive 
crowd struggling to obtain a view of her 
features. Atthe first glance she might have 
easily passed for an average schoo) girl on 
account of her attenuated form and smal! 
statute. Her face, however, is furrowed with 
slight wringles, and a close observer would 
say her age was from twenty-eight to 
thirty years. 

Lucetta Myers was the first witness called. 
A gold watch, charm seal, ring, pistol, and 
other articles were shown her. She fully 
identified the watch as having been the prop- 
erty of Goodrich, and also the charm seal. 
Upon looking at the pistol witness said it 
did not belong to the murdered map, but that 
she had seen it before in the hands of a man 
named Roscoe, in Rivington street, about a 
week before the murder. She recognized the 
prisoner, whom she had known under various 
names. Long disgusting details followed, 
all indicating that Kate Stoddard was a ju- 
natic.

How Both Can be Obtained with 
an Expenditure of One 
Million Dollars. 


Knowing the deep interest that Colonel 
Hulbert has always felt and practically ex- 
hibited whenever the opportunity has pre- 
sented itself for the advancement of Atlanta 
and her material interests, our reporter 
called on him forthe purpose of obtaining 
his views in relation to the importance of 
the Georgia Western to the present and 
future progress of our city, and in connec- 
tion therewith the much discussed and im- 
portant question of water-works, and how 
both may be obtained at a reasonable cost, 
and within the means of the city to accom- 
plish. 

After introducing the subject, our report- 
er procecded to interrogate Colonel H. as 


follows : 

Reporter—Understanding that vou have 
always exhibted a lively interest in the 
early completion of the Georgia Western 
Railway and the proposed water-works, 
we have thought that your views in con- 
nection therewith as a practical railway 
man might be of interest to our, citizens, 
and hence have sought this interviéw;‘and 
if there be no objections on your part, to 
publish the same. : 

Answer—I am an earnest advocate of 
the Georgia Western Railway and the pro- 
posed water-works, and while I do not sup- 
pose that the people of Atlanta will attach 
any particular importance to my views on 
these subjects. nevertheless as a friend to 
both enterprises, and as a citizen of Atlan- 
ta, you are at liberty to publish them if you 
desire to do so. 

Repcrter—Wiill you please give a short 
and succinct history of the Georgia Wes- 
tern ? 

Answer—The Georgia Western has long 
been a favorite enterprise with the people 
of Atlanta. Prior to the war, this feeling 
culminated in the cities subscribing $300,- 
000 to the capital stock of the company. 
This, with other subscriptions that had been 
obtained, to a small amount, together with 
the aid that was promised by the Georgia 
Road, seemed to warrant the commence- 
ment of the work. An election was held, 
a Board of Directors elected composed of 
our best citizens, and shortly thereafter a 
portion of the line located and advertised 
for letting. About this time the war com- 
menced, and further operations suspended. 
About two years since the subject was 
again agitated through the press, resu!ting 
in the reorganization of the company and 
the commencement of work after several 
months delay. 

Reporter—What effect was observable 
from the delay in the commencement of 
the work ? 

Answer—A very perceptible loss of in- 
terest in the enterprise, or, in other words, 
alack of confidence inits completion by 
the city. Communities, like an individual, 
are oftentimes moved by an impulse, and 
when that impulse is prompted by a gen- 
eral feeling of present and future danger to 
their material interests, as was true in this 
case, itis of the first importance that im- 
mediate action be had, otherwise the inter- 
est flags and the tide begins to ebb, and 
when the reaction commences it is difficult 
to counteract it. 

Reporter—W hat effect has the failure to 
prosecute the work vigorously had upon 
the general interests of the city ? 

A very damaging one, from the fact that 
a doubt has been created in the minds of 
the people as to its completion. ‘The tide 
should have been taken at its flood, and 
the work vigorously. prosecuted. At least 
twenty milesshould have been completed 
and put tn Operation within one year af 
ter the reorganization of the company. 
Had this been done, real estate in Atlanta 
instead of having depreciated from fifteen 
to twenty-five percent., would have largely 
enhanced in value, 

Reporter—Do you advocate 
gauge railways for local purposes ? 

Answer—There is a large amount of 
good common sense in the old adage, to 
“cut your coat according to your cloth.” 
There are numerous localities in Georgia 

without railway facilities, whose wants im- 
peratively demand them. Zhe want of

. these facilities is actually depopulating 


those sections. 

We have railway charters for these lo- 
ealities, with the State’s indorsement of 
their first mortgage bonds to the amount of 
$12,000 per mile on certain conditions, 
mamely: that they shall first construct 
twenty miles, equip the same; that they 
shall be free of debt, thatan engineer, ap- 
pointed by the Governor shall inspect the 
same, and on his approval the Governor 
shall indorse their bonds. But even this 
diberal aid will not insure their construc- 
tion, because the people in those sections 
are too poor to subscribe and pay the 
Jour or five hundred thousand dollars 
necessary to construct the first twenty 
miles of broad yauge road. 

The sections referred to have only one 


partially developed interest, that of agri- 


. railways in the sections referred to, I would 


culture, and a sparse population; hence 
capitalists will not invest their money in 
‘broad gauge railways in those sections for 
the simple reason that they could not pos- 
sibly command sufficient business to pay 
their operating expenses and interest ac- 
count. Nevertheless those sections must 
have railway facilities, or the depopu- 
lation must go on until they aie depleted 
to an extent thai will actually impoverish 
the State. 

For the reasons named, and many others 
that might be adduced, I advocate the nar- 
row gauge or common sense railway for all 
such localities. Itis either narrow gauge 
or go afoot. Itis either -narrow gauge or 
depopulation. lt is either narrow gauge 
or the impoverishment of the State by the

Reporter—What has induced, or rather 
car ed, this large emigration, this less 
OCpopulbtioe gi F AGI VIO 
Answer—Various causes have conspired | 
to bring about this damaging and alarming 
condition of .affairs. In reviewing our 
past and present condition, we find an éas} 
solution of this question. Priorto the war, 
owning their labor, and controlling it ab- 
solutely,; the movement of their crops to a 
distant railway station was a matter of com- 
parative indifference to them; or,in other 
words, they did not feel. the expense as 
they now do. Under the changed system 
of labor, the loss of time by being com- 
pelled to traverse long distances to a rail- 
way station, 7s so much money out of 
their pockets. Their time has become 
more valuable to them than formerly, 
hence they are compelled to economize in 
this particular. 

They have also discovered that they 
labor under other disadvantages, such for 
‘instance as an almost utter isolation from 
the stimulating powers of steam and the 
telegraph that is so rapidly pervading all 
branches of industry with which they 
come in contact. Then young men are no 
longer content to remain out of the moving, 
ceasless activity that these great motors, 
these producers, these creators of wealth, 
and consequent power, are conferring upon 
their more fortunate neighbors. 

They cannot afford to remain and 
rust out, to die of the dry rot, and hence 
they emigrate. ‘lhe middie aged man, de- 
sirous of recuperating his fortune destroyed 
by the war, is compelled to move into the 
charmed circle, to place himself where he 
can have the advantages which the im- 
provements of the age offer to all who 
choose to avail themselves of them; and 
he too moves into the world. 

The old gray headed fathers and moth- 
ers, left alone in their old age, soon follow 
their sons and daughters to some more 
favored section, and thus it is that many 
of the fatrest portions of our State are 
being depopulated and impoverished. 

Reporter—What plan can we acopt that 
will effectually stop this depletion and in- 
vite immigration ? 

Answer—A system of cheap narrow 
gauge local railways, possessing ample 
capacity for the localities referred to, and 
which from their small cost would come 
within their means to build, which with 
their light operating expenses and small 
interest account, would furnish them with 
lower rates of transportation than the broad 
gouge with its great cost, heavy operating 
expenses, and large interest account could 
posstbiv de. 

The facilities of low rates of transpor- 
tation that these cheap railways would 
furnish, stimulating old interests, and de- 
velopmg new ones, would not only stop 
emigration from those sections, but draw 
immigration to them. 

This exodus of our people must neces- 
sarily go on until those sections are pro- 
vided with railways. This. depopulation 
and impoverishment will go on until we 
furnish the same facilities to our people , 
that other States and sections are offering. 

No immigration can be had until we show 
by our works of internal improvements 
that. we are prepared to furnish facilities 
for transportation equal, or superior to 
those of the other Southern States. 

Reporter—Has the narrow gauge demon- 
strated a sufficient capacity for the sections 
referred to? 

Answer—More than sufficient. Indeed, 
a three feet gauge railway, thoroughly 
constructed and amply equipped, has a ca- 
pacity for a much larger business than is 
now being done by any Southern broad 
gauge road. 

The narrow gauge railways of Europe, 
the Canadas, and the United States, are 
giving daily practical proof that sets at 
rest and utterly refutes the oft repeated 
charge of a want of capacity. 

Reporter—If this be true, how is it that 
it sometimes occurs that our broad gauge 
roads are blocked, or in other words, un- 
able to transport their freights promptly ? 

Answer—ltis not because they are taxed 
beyond their real capacity. Good and 
sufficient common sense, business reasons, 
can be given for the condition of affairs 
which you have supposed. The Western 
and Atlantic and the Georgia road each 
eaned about $1,500,000 gross last year. . It 
occasionally happened that they were 
blocked up, not for want of capacity, but 
Jor the want of more locomotives and 
cars. ‘Take either of the roads named, put 
their track in first class condition, lengthen 
their sidings so as to hold five or six trains 
each, give them all the locomotives and 
cars that could be worked to an advantage, 
and give them all the business they could 
do extending over the entire year, at the 
same tariff now charged, and the gross 
earnings of each would amount.to from 
$8,000,000 to $10,000,000 per annum. 
While this is true, they cannot afford to 
purchase the additional locomotives and 
cars’ to relieve themselves of temporary 
blockade lasting but a month or two in the 
year: because for the remaining ten 
months in the year this additional ma- 
chinery and rolling stock would be idle, 
and they would not only have to pay in- 
terest on the investment, but keep up the 
repairs‘on the same. Hence it is, that our 
railways are necessarily compelled to econ- 
omise in this particular, although it may 
occasionally discommode shippers. 

Reporter—You are of the opinion then, 
that a well constructed andamply equipp- 
ed narrow, or three feet gauge railway 
has sufficient capacity to promptly handle 
the present business of any one of our 
Southern roads ? 

Answer—Yes, sir. Tor prooff of this, 
witness the business of the Festiniog nar- 
row gauge railway, (1 foot 11‘ inch gauge) 
which moved last year over 10,000 tons 
per mile, mainly in one direction, and still 
not taxed to anything like its real capacity. 

Reporter—Why is it, then, that some 
railway men oppose the introduction of the 


narrow gauge ° 
Answer—Some oppose it because having 
their money invested in the broad gauge, 


they fear thefintroduction of a cheaper sys- 
tem with its lower rates. Others oppose it be- 
cause they have never taken the trouble to 
carefully investigate the subject. 

Reporter—Are the fears of our broad 
gauge friends well founded ?

Reporter—Are you of the opinion that 
the narrow gauge movement will extend 
itself into a system ? 

Answer—Yes, sir. The natrow gauge 
has already demonstrated the fact that its 
cost is only about one-half that of the 
broad gauge, that its operating expenses 
are from fifteen to twenty-five per cent. less, 
that its interest account is only about one- 
half that of the broad gauge, and that it 
can work at much lower rates than our 
present unnecessarily costly system, The 
further extension of the broad gauge, in 
Georgia, necessarily entails high rates 
on those who adopt it. 

The adoption of the narrow gauge in 
Georgia, for the further extension of rail- 
way facilities, will not only save many mil- 
lions of dollars in first cost and interest 
account, but will give to those sections or 
cities that adopt it much cheaper rates of 
freight than the broad gauge can possibly 
do. This being the. case, it is not to be 
presumed that the people of Georgia will 
take upon themselves a large unnecessary 
expenditure of their means tu obtain that 
which a much smaller amount will better 
accomplish, especially as the less amount 
will give them what they so much need, 
cheaper transportation. 

Reporter— What are the propects for the 
adoption of the narrow gauge for local roads 
in Georgia ? 

Answer—It is only.a question of time. 
When the people of Georgia understand, 
(as they surely will) that they can obtain 
railway facilities for sections that are now 
without them, at a saving of many millions 
of dollars, or about half the cost of the 
broad gauge, and with the narrow gauge, 
much lower rates than the present system 
can Offer them, they will certainly adopt it. 

It is not to be presumed that they will 
continue to hitch up a six-horse team to 
pull a two-horse load. 

If a citizen of Atlanta, of moderate means, 
desired to build a dwelling for his family, 
and one of five or six rooms would be am- 
ple for their comfort and convenience, he 
would hardly build a Kimball House for 
that purpose. 

Reporter—Cannot our broad gauge roads 
give us lower rates than they are now 
doing ? 

Answer—Not under existing circum- 
stances. As béfore remarked, we have only 
one partially developed interest, that of 
agriculture, and a sparse population, Our 
railways have a capacity far beyond the 
demands upon them. From their great 
cost, heavy operating expenses ahd large 


charge high rates on what little the 
have todo, They eannot possibly work 
cheaper without an increase of business, 
and that they cannot have without a con- 
siderable increase of population, and a di- 
versity of pursuits that these verh high 
rates prevent. 

Thus it is, that our present costly system 
acts and reacts against us. Weare in the 
habit of abusing our railway managers for 
their high rates. ’ 

It ts not their fault, but the fault of 
the system. It has cost too much money 
for the object sought to be attained, name- 
rly: cheap transportation. We are also in 
the habit of fault finding with our railway 
officials whenever they fail to make divi- 
dends. Asa general rule it is not their 
Fault, but the fault of the system. Our 
present costly system has locked up our 
wonderful mineral interests instead of de- 
veloping them. A cheaper system would 
have long since developed them, rendered 
us independent, and increased our wealth 
many millions. Our unnecessarily costly 
system, with its high rates has made us 
dependent, and many millions poorer than 
we need to have been. It presents the 
singular spectacle of “pouring at the bung 
and saving at the spiggot.”’ 

Reporter—Would you recommend the 

adoption of the narrow gauge for the Geor- 
gia Western ? 
' Answer—That depends entirely upon the 
object sought to be attained. Ifit be the 
intention to make ita local road purely for 
Atlanta’s benefit, I should certainly adopt 
the narrow gauge. If, however, it is to be 
a so called Grand Trunk Line for the ben- 
efit of connecting roads at Atlanta, and 
competing cities beyond Atlanta, then I 
would urge the adoption of the broad gauge 
in order that those roads that are now dis- 
criminating against our merchants and 
manufacturers may be benefited, and com- 
peting citics built up at our expense. 

Reporter—One objection made to the 
narrow gauge for the Georgia Western, is 
that through freights would have to be 
transhipped. Has this objection a good 
foundation ? 

Answer—A break of gauge would cer- 
tainly be very objectional to broad gauge 
roads south and east of Atlanta, because it 
would lessen their chances of drawing the 
trade of the Georgia Western away from 
us. If, however, Atlanta objects to having 
the trade dumped into her lap because it 
would lessen the chances of rival cities con- 
trolling it, then the objection holds good. 
But if Atlanta desires to retain the trade, 
the break of gauge is not objectional, but 
very decidedly in her favor. 

Reporter—What are the principle ad- 
vantages sought to be attained for Atlanta 
by the construction of the Georgia West- 
ern ? 

Answer—First, an ample and continuous 
supply of cheap coal, in order that we may 
be able to establish and successfully main- 
tain manufactures ; and second, an increase 
of our commerce. 

Report er—How can we most surely ob- 
tain an ample and continuous supply of 
cheap coal, and atthe same time secure a 
large increase of our commerce ¢ 

Answer—By the construction of the 
cheapest road having a sufficient capacity 
for the section in which it is located. | 

teporter—What disadvantage would it 
labor under if constructed broad gauge ? 


Answer—First, its great cost. The coun- 
try is very rough and broken, and hence 
the line a costly one to build. Estimating 
the distance, Atlanta to Birmingham, to be 
155 miles, and the average cost to be $25,-

and fifty-five miles, and through acom- 
paratively poor country at. that. 

Countiog the Georgia Western, there will 
be no less than eleven lines competing for 
the business in the section referred to. 

Nine of these lines can work as cheap as 
the Georgia Western, and the tenth one 
cheaper. 

Common sense, common business pru- 
dence, dictates that we lay down a cheap 
narrow gauge line, one that can work at 
lower rates, both outward and inward, than 
its nine competing broad gauge roads can 
possibly do, making Atlanta the favorite 
market for that region, and thus enable her 
merchants and. manufacturers to monopolize 
the trade of that entire section. 

Rep rter—Several of the roads you have 
mentioned are not parallel lines. How, then, 
can they be considered competing lines ? 

Answer—It is true that only three of them, 
the Rome, the Western and Atlantic and the 
Atlanta and West Point roads are nearly 
parallel lines, This, however, places Atlanta 
uoder greater disadvantages than if were’they 
ac ually so, because they will compete with 
the Georgia Western and Atlanta for the 
traffic of that section for other points. So 
far as the competition to the Georgia Wes- 
tern is concerned it matters not in what di- 
rection it comes from. The result is the 


ame. 

Reporter—What advantages would the 
Georgia Western have if constructed narrow 
gauge? 

Answer- First in cost. Estimating the 
cost at $13,000 per mile,and the distance 
155 miles, the total cost would be $2,015,000, 
as against $3,875,000 broad gauge, or a saving 
of $1,8600)0 in first cost alone. Costing 
only a little over half that of competing 
broad gauge lines, its operating expenses 
lighter, its interest account very much less, 
it could work for lower rates than its com- 
petitors could possibly do. Offering lower 
rates than if constructed broad gauge, it 
would extend its area of trade farther on 
each side of the line than a more costly rcad. 
These low rates would command the trade 
of that section for Atlanta, and thus make 
her the favorite market for that region. 
Offering lower ratcs to the merchants 
and manufacturers of Atlanta to supply that 
section than could be obtained by competing 
broad gauge roads in favor of other points, it 
would give to Atlanta the monopoly of the 
traffic both ways, and thus largely increase 
her commerce. The narrow gauge com. 
manding a monopoly of this business both 
ways, would be able to pay its lignt operating 
expenses, its small interest account, and at 
the same time haul coal to Atlanta at simple 
cost of transportation, and thus enable her 
to establish and successfully maintain manu- 
factures. 

Reporter—W hat saving would the nurrow 
gauge effect in interest account? 

Answer—Estimating the total cost of the 
broad gauge to be $3,875,000, and as- 
suming thut Atlanta subscribes $1,000,000 
cash, we have then to raise $2, 875,000 from 
first mortgage bonds. After paying commis- 
sious and discounts on these bunds, it wil] 
‘raise the interest to about 10 per cent., or 
$287,500 per annum; amounting in ten years 
to $2,875,000, or asum more tuan suflicient 
to construct and — @ narrow gauge rail- 
road from Atlanta to Birmingham. In four- 
teen years $4,025,000,an amount more than 
sufficient to construct a broad gauge road be- 
tween the same points. 

ie the total cost of the narrow 

gauge at $2,015,000, and assuming that At- 
lanta subscribes only $600,000 c»sh, we have 
then to raise $1,416,000 on first mortgage 
bonds. Ati0per cunt. the interest account 
will amount to $141,500 per annum, ora dif- 
ference in the favor of the narrow gauge of 
$146,000 per annum ; in ten years $1,460,000; 
in twenty years $2,920,000, or neariy $1,000,- 
000 in excess of the cost of the narrow 
gauge, Atlanta to Birmingham. 
The simple business question then, is 
whether Atlanta can afford to pay nearly 
$3,000,000 more interest account in twenty 
years than will be required if the narrow 
gauge be adopted. 

It should also be borne in mind that while 
she is paying these additional millions of in- 
terest account, that she is also paying at 
least 25 per cent more for both inward and 
outward business which she may have over 
the line, amounting in the aggregate to many 
millions more. 

Reporter—If constructed broad gauge 
what advantages will Rome and Chattanoo- 
ga have over Atlanta as a manufacturing 

oint? 
7 Answer—Rome has a great abundance of 
very fine iron ore almost within sight of her 
own hills. Coal can be obtained at a distance of 
only thirty-five miles from her streets. She is 
now very sensibly constructing a narrow 
gauge road to these coal banks, over an exceed- 
ingly favorable route, and through a rich pro- 
ductive country, that will not cost over ten 
thousand dollars per mile, equipped. With 
this line in operation coal can be delivered in 
Rome at ten cents per bushel, and leave a 
good profit to both the miner and the road. 

Chattanooga has both coal and iron ore 
within sight of her streets. A narrow gauge 
coal road, thirteen miles in length, with a 
down grade from the coal banks to the city, 
running through beds of iron ore a large 
portion of the distance, can be constructed 
at a cost not exceeding four hundred thous- 
and dollars. 

Coal can be aelivered in Chattanooga at 
eight cents per bushel, which is less than 
Pittsburg manufacturers are paying. Atlan- 
ta, with one hundred and thirty miles of 
broad gauge road to the Alabama Coal Fields, 
costing twenty-five thousand dollars per mile, ;

Reporter—What amount of subscription 
would be required to enable Atlanta to con- 
trol the road if constructed narrow gauge 2 

Answer—A cazh subscription of $600,000 
will build forty-five miles. The distance to 
the coal fields is about one hundred and 
thirty miles, and $13,000 per mile, would 
cost $1,690,000, Forty-five miles built and 
paid for would form a good basis for a credit 
on which might be issued $500,000 seven per 
cent. first mortgage gold bonds,and which un- 
der these extremely favorable circumstances 
would sell utabout par. This would extend 
the line thirty-eight miles further, or a total 
distance of eighty-three miles. The road would 
then avail itself of the liberal aid bill recently 
passed by the Alabama Legislature, viz: the 
loan of the State’s bonds for twenty years at 
the rate of $3,000 per mile. Estimating the 
distance from the western line of Georgia to 
the coal fields at sixty miles, it would give 
$180,000 from this source, equivalent to the 
construction of thirteen miles, or a total of 
ninety-six miles, leaving forty-four miles to 
complete to the coa! fields. 

To this point then, Atlanta would certainly 
control the road, and to insure the absolute 
control to the coal fields, every dollar of the 
surplus earnings should be applied to its ex-

But with ninety-six 
miles in operation, economically managed, 
and the surplus earnings applied to its ex- 
tension, there would be no necessity for a 
further subscription on the part ot Atlanta, 
or if at all, not exceeding $100,000. 

In this case then, Atlanta will reach the 
coal fields with a subscription of $600,000 to 
$700,000. The remaining $300,000 or 400,000 
of the $1,000,000 proposed for the broad 
gauges, might be »ppropriated to the con- 
struction of water works anda system of 
sewerage. 

Reporter—Is it either practicable or ac- 
visable to raise seven hundred thousand dol- 
lars additional subscription to the broad 
gauge by direct taxation io the next eighteen 
months, even though both enterprises might 
thereby be accomplished. 

Answer—By no means. Atlanta cannot 
possibly pay seven hunared thousand dollars 
special or additional tax in so skort a period 
without serious detremeént to her credit and 
prosperity. It would literally bankrupt many 
of her well-to-do citizens and hundreds of 
her industrious mechanics and laboring men 
would be sold out by the Sheriff to satisfy the 
demands of the tax gatherer. 

Tue practical result would be a deprecia- 
tion in the value of reai estate largely in ex-

We are without the means of protecting the 
health of our families, Nothing short of the 
fact that Atlanta is ‘naturally very healthy 
could have thus long preserved us from a 


an adequate system of sewerage, with a pop- 
ulation of thirty thousand souls, dependent 
as we are upon nature for an occasional 
shower to cleanse our streets and alleys, we 
should reflect that to thus tempt Providence 
by a steady and persistent violation of all 
the laws of health, that we are quietly of a 
recklessness that cannot fail tu ultimately 
bring sore punishment upon us. 

In one of the most central localities in the 
city, occupying less than one-fourth of a 
square, may be found more than twenty wa- 
ter closets without any drainage whatever. 
Occupying the slope of one of the main ele- 
vations in the city, these cess-pools have long 
since thoroughly impregnated the neighbor- 
ing premises.

There is a curious and kinked question 
coming up in the Methodist Churen.

BARNESVILLE, July 10, 1873. 
Editors Constitution: This is a pleasant place 
and much of abusinesscenter. Nearly 9,000 
bales of cotton have been bought.and sold by 
its merchants this year. 1,500 residents are 
claimed, and judging from the several fine 
churches, they are morally and religiously 
inclined. The Methodists have just finished 
and are worshipping in an edifice which I am 
told cost near $12,000. It is large and 


elegant. 

NEW BUILDINGS. 
Some ten or twelve new residences have 
gone up this season, and are now in process 
of erection—all ornaments to the place. 
Among those pointed out to me were those 
of sMessrs. Hightower, Middlebroke, the 
Hansells. The pleasant and much 
respected railroad agent, Mr. C. W. 
Brown, not to be behind, is remodel- 
ing and making extensive and beautiful ad- 
ditions to his home. 
Messts. Stafford, Blaiock & Co. are about 
building an addition of 50 by 90 feet to their 
already extensive warehouse. A large por- 
tion of the cotton marketed here is received 
and shipped from it, and to accommodate 
them and the planters, they are making ef- 
forts to get a switch and tracx laid to it. 
: MANUFACTURES. 
Several large manufacturing establish- 
ments are in active operation. The wagon 
and buggy establishment of Messrs. Smith & 
Summers is worthy of a visit, if only to see 
the operation of some of the revent im- 
provements in the way of machinery. 
[here I saw, for the first time, 
a tire setting machine. It is a combination 
of the screw, lever and a succession of cir- 
cular steel bands which are opened and 
drawn together by the combined operation 
of the former powers within these bands 
the wheel with the loose tire around itis 
placed by the working of the lever in the 
hands of one manin a few minutes the tire 
is shrunk or sO made to contract as to ex- 
actly fit the felloes. The working is simple 
and everything desired, there being no pos- 
sible danger (with ordinary care) of spring- 
ing the wheel out of shape, or injury to it 
by burning the felloes. Here, too, is to be 
seen the patent fire or furnace blowers 
which are made to act with force by a sim- 
ple turn of the hand.

SCHOOLS. 


The Gordon Institute, as most of your 
are aware, is located here—nam 
after the gifted military commander, polished 
unde ab and liberal minded statesman.

The num- 
ber of students are 120, and their proficiency, 
judging from the opinions I have heard ex- 
pressed, must have been very gratifying to 
teacher and parents.

The clover fields are not as 
large or numerous as in portions of the State, 
but that seen looks well. It certainly 
can be raised in this section of Geor- 
gia, At Messrs. Sims and Threaldkald, 
warerooms in Griffin I saw stalks 56 inches 
long, and the latter gentleman informed me 
he would soon cut asecond heavy crop from 
the fields on which itgrew. A taste for good 
stock and the raising of it is being developed 
by this people. They have found out that it 
cost no more to raise $100 cows than a $25 
one.

Berlin is situated on a barren plain of sand— 
a plain that extends to the Baltic Sea, and 
over which come winds intensely cold in 
winter, or blistering hot in summer. A 
small, black, sluggish stream flows through 
the city, but it neither does itself nor the 
town any creditin the performance. The 
city must be about a hundred miles from the 
sea, and yet its elevation above tide is only 
one hundred and thirty feet. Its general ap- 
pearance is plain, rusty-brown, and modern. 
Its growth has been ma:velous—for Europe. 
One bundred years ago the population was 
Only about a hundred thousand; now it num- 
bers nearly, if not quite, a million, and holds 
the third place among European cities. In 
the suberbs, blocks after blocks are going up 
on streets named after the heroes of the hour— 
Von Moltke, Biamarck,etc. Such are not com- 
mon sights in the towns of the Old 
World. Why so vast a city should 
spring up on a sandy waste and 


amystery. The Germans turn everything 
to good account in their wonderful economy; 
and when they found the soil of Berlin 
would not produce the fruits of the earth, 
they may have resolved to plant something 
this it would bear, and so planted a city. If 
that is not the true philosophy of its founda- 
tion and growth, then I give it up. 

UNTER DEN LINDEN. 


After I was settled in my hotel, I proceed- 
ed without much delay toput myself under 
the lime trees. The famous avenue had 
long been a favorite subject of my day- 
dreams. I saw it lined with palaces and 
buildings of unsurpassable grandeur; filled 
with glittering equipages bearing the fairest 
flowers of womanhood and the most gallant of 
laurellei heroes; its sidewalks thronged 
with diplomatists, statesmen, scholars and 
philosophers; and over the moving pano- 
rama of pride and beauty, my fancy threw 
the shade of historic trees, through the 
glorious freshness of whose arches of 
green bright flecks of sunlight fell 
on the tair-haired—hold, enough. You 
get the idea: I am only trying 
to say that I thought the Lindenstrasse 
a very fine street. But alas, for my illu- 
sions! The trees of imagination fared the 
worst, for I had to accept a scraggy, stunted, 
dusty, beggarly lot that grievously reflected 
on my cherished forest. My etherisl palaces 
dwindled to ordinary brick and mortar struct- 
ures,covered with a rusty coat of stucco, often- 
times ragged and broken, and notably so on 
the principal palace itself. When man joins 
brick and stucco together the frost does not 
hesitate to put them asunder. My glittering 
equipages to droskies turned, that any bum- 
mer could hire for fifty cents an hour. Of 
my street in the air I found nothing ex- 
cept the great wide avenue itself, extending 
from the Old Palace to the Brandenburg 
Gate, a mile or more, and of such ample width 
that it contains paraliel walks, and ways for 
horsemen—imperfectly shaded, it is true,— 
with fine drives on either side. 

The city abounds in one thing—statues. 
I used to go down by Konig-strasse, over a 
bridge bearing many of them, and through 
the old palace into the upper endof the wide 
street of fame. The Royal Library, the Opera 
House, the Palace of the Crown Prince, and 
many more palaces pretty well occupy the 
upper end of the street; and on every hand 
are statues thatindicate the history and am- 
bition of the race. Schiller, Mozart, Gathe, 
avd Gutenberg, are shoved from the pedes- 
tals for Frederick the-Great and other men 
on horseback. At the head of the Linden 


ed | proper stands Kauch’s bronze statue of 


Frederick the Great. It is an elaborate and 
impressive work. It is a grand picture 
representing the warriors life—his love 
of art, bis taste for music, as well 
as his military aad civic career. Besides the 
allegorical figures, there are grouped under 
the regal hero several life-size images of his 
distinguished officers. It is beyond doubt 
the finest work of its kind in the world. We 
pass down the great street, and at its foot is 
the Brandenburg gate. Here, too, is emble- 
matic war. A chariot of Victory, twenty 
feet high, driven by a young lady in simple 
attire, crowns the magnificent .entrance. 
When Napoleon entered Berlin in triumph, 
he caused it to be sent to Paris; and our hip- 
podromic young lady drove her wild horses 
In that gay capital, eight long years before 
she resumed her accustomed place. Let us 
pass through the gate into 
THE THIERGARTEN. 


This park of nearly one thousand acres 
would be bandsome if it were not so flat and 
sandy. A pure white sand takes the place of a 
velvety turf; and for sarecompensive one{must 
turn to the trees, which send their roots down 
into some better strata, and lift their lofty 
shade-dispensing branches to the blue sky. 
Its long drives are much frequented in the 
afternoon; and hither come the sunny chil- 
dren of the town, armed with wooden spades, 
to make sand pies or, if boys, to throw up 
minature fortifications. 

One day I walked nearly the length of the 
immense park, coming out at the Zoological 
Gardens, where my landlord assured me I 
would be sure to see, on any pleasant after- 
noon, the best society inthecity. Adjoining 
the Bear Garden are several large concert 
gardens, much frequented by the other grades 
of social distinction. We will devote our 
afternoon, however, to the monkeys and par- 
rots, and to ‘the creme de la creme of Berlin. 

Such gardens, embracing animals from 
every part of the world, are not common in 
any country. I doubt if there 1s one deserving 
the name in thelength and breadth of our 
land. The Kegents’ Park collection in 
London is the largest, but the Berlin “show” 
is entirely satisfactory. The birds, beasts 
and reptiles are dispersed over about one 
hundred acres, among trees and little lakes, 
in “paddocks, dens and aviaries” best suited 
to their several habits. The hippopotami 
flounder in great tanks; white swans and 


prosper far ‘away from deep water, is}, 


Shagie pwean toopantt seeer ungainly, long- 
. sea- birds gen their favorite ele- 


ple garden aecording to their natural re- 
quirements. The London collection contains 
a few more than 2,000 animals, every one of 
them rare.and valuable, and every one of 
them in excellent ition. Thus you see 
it quite outdoes the roving shows of the vil- 


lage green. 

“Tie animals, however, are an incidental 
matter. Near a large refreshment building, 
out under the trees,are hundreds of small 
tables. Seating myself at one cf them, at 
arn, to weir iene tees aim, ioneneiag 

ve to wait long for e 
tide of ple. Paterfamilias comes ac- 
com a. the entire family, including 
the maidenly aunt and the silver- 
haired grandmother—all come, b: the 
knit ; the children, their puzzles; the 
head of the family, his social pipe; and, as 
soon as they are seated, a waiter comes for 
an order of coffee, tea, wine, beer or whatever 
is wanted. The scene of the next few hours 
os not please the partizans of cold water, 
although they could not find in the whole 
garden 2 person the worse for drink. 

All this time there is a rallying of men— 
who have éach taken at least one horn—on a 
a semi-circular platform in front of us; 
and when they are all in place for the mili- 
tary concert, they number one hundred by 
actual count. I cannot describe the height 
and depth of the mammoth music. Of 
course; I can’t, for the horns and fiddles, and 
cymbals and drums, all spoke in German. 

ith such a flood of delicious harmo- 
ny rolling over them, and with their 
loved ones or best com ons about 

is it any wonder that the 

well dressed comfortable people easily 
gotinto excellent humor with themselves, 
the world and the rest of mankind? And 
all over Germany, in the small towns as well 
as in the large ones, similar entertainments in 
the open air—on a lesser scale, of course— 
jaro a part of the every-day life. Should this 
social feature be condemned?, They are so 
communicative, so comfortable, so happy, 
under nature’s own roof, that I cannot bring 
myself to think so. 

walked back in the evening, through 
elegant streets bordering the ‘hiergart-. 
en; and the bright cheery lights, and the 
merry laughter of romping children, and the 
soft music evoked by fairy fingers, rg 
out onthe stillness of the summer night, tol 
the wanderer that happy homes do exist in 
the land of social public enjoyment. They 
seemed very bright, those handsome homes. 
am not sure that a lonely tongue-tied cor- 
respondent did not throw across the seaa 
bridge over which he passed to other homes 
far away—in short, I believe he was 
a little homesick that nignt. 


THE BOLD SOLDIER boy, 


with all his laurels gathered in victorious 
wars, is met at every turn in Berlin. It 
seems as if one-half of the population is used 
to keep the other half in subjection. I often 
thought that, of the thousands of private 
soldiers whom I saw from time to time, not 
one wore soiled clothes, or clothes that did 
not fithim. The difference between the Ger- 
man army and that of England or America, 
for instance, can be readily appreciated, 
when we rewember that no young man is 
exempt from service in the first, and that 
the latter are made up of men picked up for 
pay from the slums of largetowns. It isone 
of the current stories of the land that the 
Crown Prince has often been seen pacing his 
beat, as a private soldier, in the wind and 
storm. Between the ages of twenty and 
twenty-five, every subject, “without distinc- 
tion of fortune, birth, class or intended pro- 
fession,” must serve.as a private soldier for 
three consecutive years. Nor does this 
release from; ever afterwards he is con- 
sidered a member of some grade of the re- 
serve force, and is liable to be called into 
active service at any time. The whole land 
is thus one vast camp, the whole population 
one army. We would be restive under a 
system that inexorably takes so much of a 
young man’s valuable time. But its results 
have astonished the world. To this univer- 
sal soldiery, to an army that can read and 
write, every man of them—for education has 
long been compulsory in Prussia—and not 
to one man’s genius—great as it is, is the 
world indebted for the overwhelming vic- 
tories of German progress and arms. 


THE MUSEUM 


must not go unnoticed, although my letter 
is, I suspect, growing long. It is an im- 
mense® collection, and its halls are free to 
all. So it is in every European town ; pro- 
vision is always made for the education and 
rational amusement of the people; and yet 
we boast our unqualified superiority! The 
poorest man in Berlin, or in any other Eu- 
ropean center, has access to more works of 
art and finer collections of antiquities, coins, 
etc., than the richest American can see in 
his own land. In this particular place we 
enter a handsome building erected by Schin- 
kel. In front of the lofty steps is a vast 
basin of granite, twenty-two feet in diameter, 
and seventy-five tons in weight, hewn out 
of a huge boulder brought from a distance of 
thirty miles to Berlin. Under the [onic por- 
tico is the magnificent group by Kiss of the 
Amazon on horseback, defending herself 
avainst atiger. Of course, you do not ex- 
pect an enumeration of the vast aggregation 
of rare and beautiful things under the roofs, 
Perhaps I would not have mentioned the col- 
lection at all had it not been from fear that 
you might, when on your travels, over- 
look six panels, not larger than good- 
sized door panels of theresent time, which 
formed the wings of the celebrated altar- 

iece of the Spotless Lamb in the church Bt. 
Bavon at Ghent. There were thirteen pan- 
els: six are now in Belgum;; six in Berlin at 
a cost of $80,000, and one is lost. Both sides 
of the panels are painted, and the three of 
our story are turned once in three days. 
Each picture isa gem,and oneof them is 
absolutely perfect—the portrait of the old 
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CHOLERA. 


| Sensible Views Of a Corres- 


dent of The Con- 
stitution. 


It is quite natural to refuse to believe in 
the existence in Gur midst of ‘so fatal a 
epidemic as cholera, There is wisdom in the 
press correcting rumors that are calculated to 
demoralize the people, for I am satisfied that 
one-half the deaths that occurred in this 
city resulted from fright. Could our doctors, 
editors and ministers of religion devote much 
of their ‘time to allaying alarm on this sub- 
ject they would do'more to “stamp it/out” than 
by physic, “irony” and warnings of ap- 
proaching death. If the people would only 
believe, that with prudence and promptness, 
there is no more danger of dying with the 
cholera than of being struck by lightning, 
the course of cholera in all our cities and 
towns would be very, very short. 


Cholera has departed from our city and 
one elsewhere. bere it will next appear, 
cannot say, but I fear, like the 
epizootic, it will spread over 
entire country. Surely I do no harm in 
penning this. If I am in error I will rejoice; 
if I am correct it is prudent to take warning 
and prepare fer the danger. How ahall we 
pre ? Certainly no information is needed 
from me, when so much has been written by 
professional men. And yet experience here 
has taught us many things I desire to print. 
It is. desirable that all cities and towns 
should be thoroughly cleansed and yet it is 
not clearjhow this should be done. I believe 
the Cleansing of sewers and gutters in this 
town did incalculable harm. I believe it is 
best to allow sewers and decaying matter to 
lie untouched and to pour upon them. large 
qnantities of copperas water—under no cir- 
cumstances u:e Jime. We found also, 
too late, that the sprinkling of lime 
in such laces was our greatest 
mistake. hen we _ discovered our 
error we began the use of copperas and car- 
bolic acid, and from that moment the disease 
began to abate. 

When the disease first appeared here 
everybody Segan the purifying of their 
premises. On every side, filthy yards and 
sewers were scraped up, water closets emp- 
tied, and the gutters of our streets scrubbed 
clean. Theresult of this was an atmosphere 
impregnated with the most noxious and de- 
leterious gasses, set free from this filth by 


ed? Diarhcea of course. This was neglect- 
ed, by those who knew not the value of 
moments, and not until acollapse did they 
send for a physician. Death of necessity, 
followed quickly and surely. 

I am strongly of the opinion that if this 
cleansing process is to be gone through with 
that it shonid be done between sunset and 
sunrise, and the filth should be carted to deep 
trenches and carefully covered up from the 
rays of this burning summer’ssun. Then 
copperas water should be poured in all the 
gutters, sewers and water-closets. Where 
parties can afford it, carbolic acid should be 
used in disinfecting their residences and 
offices. 

Much has been written about eating vege- 
tables. I have no doubt that diarrhea has 
been brought on in many cases by their im- 
proper use. So also I believe much damage 
has resulted from their rejection altogether 
as articles of diet. Hundreds here have 
regularly and prudently eat all the vege- 
tables of the season, except, perhaps 
cabbage, and have not experienced as 
much inconvenience as hundreds who 
have not allowed a vegetable on their 
tadles since the epidemic began. [I sliould 
€at potatoes, 'omatoes, beans, squasles, beets 
and onions as usual; being careful not to eat 
to much of either. If thestomach has been 
accustomed to such vegetables their continued 
use ig Decessary to prevent constipation, and 
this bas been the forerunner of numerous 
cholera cases here. 

We bave found, that by the occasional use 
of calomel, and tbe daily use of smal! quan- 


\tities of quinine, the system has been able 
to resist the disease. The condition of the 
liver will indicate the use of calomei, and I 
think, the daily use of from two (2) to six (6) 
grains of quinine will be found sufficient. 1 
have not heard of asingle case of cholera 
where the system has been kept under the 
influence of quinine. Add to this, wholesome, 
nourishing diet; prudence in the use of alco- 
holic drinks either as a medicine or a bev- 
erage; carein not ee perspiration to 
be suddenly suppressed, and a cheerful spirit, 
and there is absolucely no danger whatever. 

I believe our physicians have treated 
the disease chiefly with calomel, opium and 
quinine, with such “irritants” as were indi- 
cated in each particular case. I think in 
nearly all cases where the doctor was called 
in time the patient has recovered, I believe, 
however, that where the cholera has taken 
hold of the system few recoveries have oc- 
curred. I write this in the interest of human 
life. I wish to arouse the people to attend at 
once to nausea, pains in the bowels and diar- 
rhea. Don’t put it off. It’s sure to hold on 
if diarrhoea begins. Consult a doctor at 
once, and just go right to bed, andstay there 
on'your back till you are ‘well. Nearly 
every one of my acquaintances who died 
here did not heed the premonitions. They 
took some trifling thing and kept wa'king 
aboutin the sun and attending to business. 
After days of this neglect the mon- 
ster seized upon them, instantly pros- 
trating them, and in a few hours they 
were dead. Attend to the first 
symtoms promptly and you are safe, neg- 
lect them and you are lost. 

This much I have written, not through 
pedantry and concert, but from an ardent 
desire to send a few words of warning to
